Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's declaration and arguments in regards 
to the definition of the term robot are not persuasive. The term robot is not limited to the definition of the applicant, and is in fact much 
broader. While applicant may believe that a robot must "convey a sense that it has intent or agency of its own", this is merely the 
applicant's opinion. There are many robots for example which are remotely controlled by a human operator. In addition, the declaration 
appears to be merely opinion, with no factual data or evidence to support applican'ts opinion. 

Continuation of 13. Other: It should be noted that in addition to the amendments to claim 1 requring further consideration and/or search, 
the amendment to claim 7 raises 112 second paragraph issues in regards to "the robot" lacking antecedent basis as well as further issues 
with the preamble of dependent claims referring to "the robot", when the preamble of claim 7 still refers to an apparatus. In addition, it is 
unclear whether the robot is a separate component in the apparatus and how it relates to the rest of the components in the apparatus. 
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
